"KAE began the meeting by saying that WILL was 
attending the club meeting as part of an attempt by the Section 
leadership to gain closer ties with the various clubs. She | 
then read a prepared statement regarding the KENNEDY. assassination. 


"The gist of the statement was that, though unproved, 
the ultra=-right must have had some hand in the assassination. 
The ultra-right was the only group which could benefit--that 
part of the capitalist class which tries to maintain a status 
quo by regressing. President KENNEDY represented progress. 

She added also that we should all push for JOHNSON's continua- 
tion of KENNEDY's program. 


"WILL PARRY then spoke briefly on the election for 
may ormvin: "Sdn Francisco.

made by exposing issues during election periods. This led to | 
a discussion of the Seattle elections scheduled. for next spring. 
It was agreed that a committee be set up to investigate the 
candidates, particularly those running for City Council.
